Kingston students had deposited 
$4,183.76 in the school savings 
system this past week. This is

There is now on deposit in the1 
school savings system a total of 
$102,532.53 represented by more 
than 900 accounts. 


That Kingston students are a 


bit more regular in attendance 
than the average in the state is 
shown by the fact that the at- 
tendance percentage in Kingston 
schools is 95.01 against the at- 
tendance average of students in 
the state of 94.26. ' These figures 
are shown by the 1938-1939 
at- 


tendance figures. 


Patrols are Asked 


Mr. Laidlaw also reported that 


the elementary school principals 
had asked for re-establishing of 
the Safety Patrol System '"on 
streets adjacent to public schools. 
This was discontinued some time 
ago when the question of respon- 
sibility was raised. It was be- 
lieved that if the students were 
authorized by the Board of Edu- 
cation to act as traffic patrol of- 
ficers near schools, that the 
board would be compelled to as- 
sume responsibility in case of an 
accident. 


It has been stated by one in- 


surance office that there probably 
would follow responsibility 
and 


that if this was to be covered by 
liability insurance the rate prob- 
ably would have to be revised up- 
ward. 


It was stated that the patrol 


officers did not go out in 
the 


streets but acted as guards on the 
walks on corners near the schools. 
They prevent children from run- 
ning out into the street in front 
of traffic but have no control over 
vehicular traffic.

Washington, Sept. 30 UPi.—Ad- 


ministration leaders in the Senate 
advocated the neutrality revision 
bill today as a strictly "cash and 
carry" measure, while opponents 
charged anew that it would grant 
England and France credit pre- 
viously denied them by the John- 
son act. 


The Johnson law, passed in 1934, 


prohibits Americans from making 
loans to governments which have 
defaulted on their debts to the 
United 
States. 
England 
and 


France are both in this classifica- 
tion and at least some officials 
contend Germany is also because 
she absorbed Austria, whose debt 
to this country has not been satis- 
fied. 
Chairman Pittman (D-Nev), of 


the Senate foreign relations com- 
mittee contended, in a report con- 
curred in by a majority of the 
committee, that expired "cash and 
carry" provisions of the neutrality 
law had been strengthened in the 
pending bill by tightening up re- 
quirements that 
belligerent na- 


tions obtain title to any goods 
purchased in this country before 
it is shipped. 


Relying Upon Johnson 


To meet charges that the 90- 


day credit permitted by the bill 
would abrogate the Johnson act, 
supporters of the proposed meas- 
ure 
were 
reported relying on 


views said to have been expressed 
to the state department in 1934 
by Senator 
Johnson 
(R-Calif), 


author of the loan ban and one of 
the chief opponents of Pittman's 
proposal to amend the neutrality 
law. 


At that time, it was .said, John- 


son took the. position that ordi- 
nary commercial credits would 
not infringe on the Johnson act. 


Johnson said today that he had 


no recollection of having commu- 
nicated his views to the state de- 
partment in 1934. He added, how- 
ever, that it was possible he had 
done so. 


"Even if I did," he told report- 


ers, "this is a different situation. 
At that time there was no intent 
to evade the terms of the act in 
handling 
ordinary 
commercial 


credits. Now we are faced with a 
proposition where there is an in- 
tentional design to abrogate the 
Johnson act." 


Changes Opinion 


Pittman, who agreed yesterday 


with Johnson that the neutrality 
revision 
bill 
would modify the 


Johnson act, said today that a 
further study of the latter had 
somewhat changed his opinion. 
"It's possible," he said, "that a 


construction could be given to the 
word 'loan' that would not in- 
clude ordinary international cred- 
its with relation to ordinary ex- 
port goods. These matters 
are 


generally transacted through 90 
or 120-day drafts or other similar 
evidences of payment. These are 
considered cash transactions," 


Senator Borah (R-Idaho), one 


of the leaders of the opposition to 
the so-called Pittman bill, said it 
was his opinion that 90-day trans- 
actions were tantamount to cash. 
For that reason, he said, he did 
not believe they would infringe on 
the Johnson act. 


But, 
he added, he had every 


reason to believe that such 90-day 
credits would soon be found in- 
sufficient. He predicted that ad- 
ditional legislation then would be 
sought which would virtually wipe 
out the Johnson act. 


Johnson said he did not believe 


that 90-day credit to belligerents 
could be regarded as an ordinary- 
commercial transaction approxi- 
mating a cash payment. 


"Up till now," he asserted, 'Ave

Scientists Map 


De Soto Trail 


Ethnologists Work for 20 


Years Tracing Route of 


Spanish Captain. 


WASHINGTON.—The 400-year-old 


trail of Hernando de Soto—first 
white man to penetrate the interior 
of America—has been mapped by 
ethnologists of the Smithsonian in- 
stitution. 


The ethnologists spent 20 years 


tracing the Spanish captain and his 
little expedition from the east Flori- 
da coast to northern Mexico. 
It 


took De Soto three years to make 
the journey that men now make by 
air in six hours. 


The task of trailing De Soto, which 


historians had held was impossible 
because ot the few records of the 
journey, was performed by Dr. John 
R Swanton, chairman ot the U. S. 
De Soto Expedition commission in 
preparation for the 400th anniver- 
sary of the expedition. 


Dr. Swanton directed a staff of 


assistants that included Miss Caro- 
line Dormon, of Chestnut, La., and 
Col. 
John R. Fordyce, of Little 


Kock, Ark. Colonel Fordyce died 
recently, soon after completion of 
his long nnci arduous task. 


Changes Blur History. 


During the four centuries that 


have passed since the Spanish cap- 
tain landed on thc Florida coast and 
undertook his expedition, the coun- 
tryside has 
undergone profound 


changes. The last speakers of the 
tongues of some of the savage tribes 
he encounter^ I have died. 


No accurate journal was kept of 


the 1,500-mile trip. The trail had to 
be pieced together from scanty rec- 
ords and diaries of members of the 
party. 
These sometimes differ. 


The expedition moved through an 
unmapped and unknown territory. 
Names ot rivers and other land- 
marks differ from one source to an- 
other. 


Dr. Swanton concludes his report

First Holy Name Society 


Started in Year of 1432 


The question often has 
arisen 


regarding the origin of the Holy 
Name Society, the members of 
which throughout the Archdiocese 
of New York will hold a rally at 
the municipal stadium next Sun- 
day. The history of the society, 
and the reasons for its establish- 
ment, are well described in the 
oflicial manual 
of 
the society, 


published in 1914 with the ap- 
proval of the then archbishop of 
New York, John Cardinal Farley. 


In that booklet the 
origin of 


the society is set forth as follows: 


"Sad indeed was the condition 


of the Churcli 
in France and 


Spain at the dawn of the 13th 
century. The ravages of heresy 
had well nigh taken from her all 
traces of strength and 
beauty. 


In the evening of unbelief 
the 


corner stone had been attacked 
and the edifice seemed to stagger. 
The divinity of Christ was denied; 
His supernatural character ridi- 
culed. 
So prevalent was this 


heresy, and so complete its work, 
that if men did not deny in actual 
words that Christ is God, they did 
it just as effectively by speaking 
His name thoughtlessly 
and ir- 


reverently; by using it 
as an 


epithet with which to 
express 


every feeling, whether of sinful 
passion, undue excitement, or. un- 
holy anger. Truly might it be 
said that Christ was not known 
among them. 


"Times such as these are sure 


to come in the history of the 
church, for it is human. But it 
is guided by God and, as an evi- 
dence of its 
divine guidance, 


wherever such a crisis appears, 
God raises up some man. especial- 
ly fitted for the time, who by rea- 
son of his own ability, aided by 
heavenly strength, recalls the 
sinner from his errors to the way 
of justice and truth. The man 
chosen by God at this crisis was 
the saintly Dominic; his weapon, 
the preaching of Christ, and of 
Him crucified. 


Tuught Men to Think 


"lie taught men to think; he 


placed before 
their minds the 


mysteries of the incarnation, the 
redemption and the resurrection, 
in so clear and unmistakable a 
manner that ignorance of religion, 
on which heresy is built, was soon 
destroyed, Man grew to know 
Jesus Christ, and knowledge be- 
got love. But the habits of years 
are not suddenly overcome, and 
though the heresy was destroyed, 
the effects, the blasphemies, the 
cursing, the swearing, the ir- 
reverent and unholy use of 
the 


Name 
of 
God, lived 
after. 


Dominic 
attacked 
and con- 


quered the greater evil; his sons 
were to combat the lesser. The 
Second Council of Lyons, know- 
ing the universal lessening oC love 
and respect for 
the 
Name of 


Jesus caused by the Albigensian 
heresy, deemed it necessary to 
urge special devotion and zeal 
toward the Holy Name. 
The 


voice of the council is expressed 
in a subsequent letter 
(A. D. 


1274) of Gregory X, who presided 
over its deliberations. The fol- 
lowing is the letter: 


Letter Gives Views 


" 'Gregory, Bishop, Servant of 


the Servants ol God, to our very 
dear son, the Master General of 
the Order of Preachers, salutation 
and apostolic benediction. 
" 'Recently, during the Council 


held at Lyons, we deemed it a 
useful commendation to exhort 
the faithful to enter the house of 
God with humility and devotion, 
and to conduct themselves while 
there in a becoming manner, so 
as to merit the divine favor and 
at the same time to give edifica- 
tion. We have also judged 
it 


proper to persuade the faithful to 
demonstrate more reverence for 
that name above all names; the 


Archdiocesan Union's Silver Jubilee 


only name in which we claim sal- 
vation—the Name of Jesus Christ, 
who has redeemed us from 
the 


bondage of sin. Consequently, in 
view of obeying that apostolic 
precept, in the Name of Jesus let 
every knee be bent; we wish that 
at the pronouncing of that name, 
chiefly at 
the Holy 
Sacrifice, 


every one would bow his head in 
token that interiorly he 
bends 


the knee of his heart. 


"'Wherefore, .very dear son, 


we, by our apostolic authority, 
exhort, and enjoin upon you and 
the brothers of your order, to use 
solid reason in preaching to the 
people, that they may be led to 
comply with our desires. Thus 
you will win the crown of justice 
in the day of recompense. 
" 'Given at Lyons, XII. Kalen- 


des of October, 3rd year of our 
Pontificate.' 


Instructions Given 


"The Dominican General, Bless- 


ed John of Vercelli, immediately 
issued instructions to the whole 
order, urging its members, 
and 


principally 
the 
preachers, 
to 


carry out the will of the Holy 
Father with scrupulous diligence, 
and untiring zeal. The devotion 
spread rapidly within and with- 
out the Order of St. Dominic. 
There is a tradition that the Holy 
Patriarch 
added the name of 


Jesus to the Hail Mary. Blessed 
Henry Suso cut into his flesh the 
letters of the name 'Jesus.' 
St. 


Vincent Ferrer lost no oppor- 
tunity 
of 
preaching 
on 
the 


strength and beauty of the Holy 
Name. St. Catherine of 
Sienna 


began all her letters 'In the Name 
of 
Jesus 
crucified.1 
Altars in 


honor of the Holy Name 
were 


erected in all Dominican churches. 


"In the year 1432 a plague was 


laying waste all Lisbon. Bishop 
Diaz, a saintly Dominican prelate, 
who had resigned his see and 
was living, wjth his brethren 
at 


Lisbon, urged the people to 
put 


their trust in the power of the 
Name of the Saviour and to en- 
roll themselves in a society which 
should labor to make the Name 
of Jesus loved and honored by all. 
He blessed water in honor of the 
Sacred Name, and its distribu- 
tion among the people was fol- 
lowed by miraculous effects. 


Society Formed 


"In a remarkably short time 


the city was 
freed 
from 
the 


scourge. On January 1 the new 
society of the Holy Name assem- 
bled to give thanks to God for 
their deliverance. Statutes were 
drawn up. The Feast of the Cir- 
cumcision was made the princi- 
pal feast of the society, for this 
was the day on which Jesus re- 
ceived his Name. The second Sun- 
day of every month was made the 
Sunday of the society. The In- 
fant Jesus was to be the patron 
of the society. 


"A century later another Dom- 


inican, Fr. Diego, founded 
the 


Society of the Name of God and 
of Oaths, which Pope Pius IV., on 
April 5th, 1564, affiliated 
to 


Bishop Diaz' Confraternity of 
the Name of Jesus. The pontiff 
jlessed the now united societies 
with many privileges and indul- 
gences. Pope Pius IV, in his bull 
of confirmation, urges all patri- 
archs, archbishops, bishops, and 
ordinaries of places, to do all in 
heir power to prorr : the Socie- 
ty of the Name of Jesus. 


"Such in brief is the origin of 


he Holy Name Society, 
which 


has since encircled the globe, de- 
veloping 
a 
sturdy 
religious 


spirit, a deep love of God, and an 
abiding reverence of the Name of 
Jesus. Nowhere has the society 
made more rapid 
growth 
than 


icre in our own country. 
The 


;ood it has done can be only 
'aintly estimated, but it is cer- 
tain that the society is checking 
the foul habit of profane and in- 
decent language, that it is teach- 
ng men to mention with rever- 
ence the name of Jesus, that it 
is bringing to Mass on Sundays 
and to the Sacraments 
at reg- 


ular intervals, thousands of men 
who would probably be negligent 
CiLcholics were it not for the 
society.

General Kleber, celebrated French 
military chiel under Napoleon, has 
been returned to Bellort by Ameri- 
can generosity and is now being 
shown in the exposition at relics ot 
the French revolution. 


Alfred Pardee, an American col-

fort, and he kept it with him until 
1800, when he was assassinated by 
a Mameluke in Egypt The iword 
passed on to his heirs, but anally 
became the property of Pardee.

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HIGHWAY DEATH TOLL 


Twenty-eight persons were killed in auto- 


mobile accidents in Ulster county this year. 
Treacherous driving weather lies ahead in the 
fall and winter months and it is hoped that 
all motor vehicle operators will exercise 
greater care so that this needless slaughter 
on the highways might not be greatly in- 
creased. 


While Ulster reports this appalling death 


toll on its highways, the state motor vehicle 
commissioner discloses a reduction in motor 
fatalities throughout the state at the close 
of August. The number of "lives saved" 
during the first eight months of the year, 
compared to traffic deaths in the correspond- 
ing period last year, reached a total of 126. 
The state's motor vehicle death toll in the 
eight months was 1,362 compared to 1,488 
in the first eight months of 1938. 


Urban New York led the state in the Au- 


gust mortality saving, deaths numbering only 
24, compared to 34 a year ago. However, 
deaths in both Rural and Metropolitan New 
York increased—Rural New York from 103 
to 104 and Metropolitan New York from 62 
to 69. 


Highlights of the August statistical report, 


as compared to that of August, 1938, follow: 


There was a 22 per cent decrease in. the 


number of pedestrian deaths. 


There was an increase of more than 54 per 


cent in the number of passenger fatalities. 


The number of women drivers involved in 


fatal accidents increased 55 per cent. 


Child deaths declined 24 per cent. 
There was a 21 per cent decrease in fatal 


night-time accidents. 


The majority of pedestrian deaths was due 


to "crossing against traffic signals," "cross- 
ing between intersections" and "coming from 
behind parked cars." 


The "open country" continued to be the 


state's most serious accident location. 


WAR IS COSTLY 


Occasionally one hears that now is the 


time for the United States to enter the war 
and deal a knockout blow to dictatorship. 
The remark is proof that the person giving 
vent to it has not studied the situation care- 
fully. 


There are many million people in the 


United States who still well remember the 
amount of damage the World War did to 
us—in spite of the fact that we were the 
major factor in winning it. And yet our 
position is not nearly so secure now as it was 
then. When we entered the World War in 
1917 our national debt was about one billion 
dollars. A year and a half of participation 
in the war ran it up to twenty-six billions. 


If we \\ ere to enter this newest European 


war we would start with a national debt of 
545,000,000,000. Taking into consideration 
our present flair for spending money, cou- 
pled with the necessary war expenditures 
and loans to foreign nations which would 
never be made good, it would be only a short 
time until our national debt would reach 
one hundred billions. 


Now the question is whether we could as 


a nation stand any such folly as this. Would 
it be the saving of democracy in Europe o? 
the end of democracy in the United States? 


The newest entry into the world situation 


is Soviet Russia. And Russia, who cares 
nothing for Hitler, would like nothing better 
than to see the United States in the war. It 
would complete the folly of the so-called capi- 
talist nations and hasten the ushering in of a 
totalitarian government the world over. Here 
is something to think about. Now is certain- 
ly not the time to be rocking the boat. 


TRADE~\vdRTH~THFEFFORT 


The United States has new trade oppor- 


tunities in South America, opened to it by 
the war in Europe. Their proper develop- 
ment will mean new business, plus increased 
understanding, good will and fellowship in 
the Western Hemisphere. 


There is a catch to fufilment of this happy 


prospect, however. Those trade opportunities 
cannot be grasped if this country regards 
them as all going one way. The immediate 
effect of the war across the Atlantic will be 
to curtail the purchasing power of the South 
American countries, for Europe will have to 


stop buying from them some of the goods 
it has been taking, and that will leave them 
less money with which to buy our goods. In 
order to sell more in South America this 
country has got to buy more in South 
America. 


That isn't easy to do. We can't drink much 


more of their coffee. We aren't pleased at 
the thought of buying their beef and hides 
and grain. It may be necessary to set up 
special subsidies and credits until new trade 
lines can be opened. Our increasing tourist 
travel in South America will be a little help. 
So will an open-minded determination to 
establish a trade beneficial to both Americas. 


It's a long-range investment in business 


and friendship, to be undertaken wisely and 
cautiously but wholeheartedly. The profits 
will be well worth while. 


VOLUNTEERS 


Kermit Roosevelt, son of Theodore Roose- 


velt, joins the British army as a captain, and 
will fight for Britain but retain his American 
citizenship. He is doing in an English uni- 
form what his famous father wanted to do 
in a Yankee uniform in 1917. 


Theodore Roosevelt would have liked to 


take a volunteer regiment of Americans to 
France when our country entered the last 
war, as he had done in Cuba during our war 
with Spain. Regular army officials objected 
and President Wilson turned down his re- 
quest. 
"Teddy" was bitterly disappointed. 


Perhaps his son now feels that he is making 
amends for that. 


Kermit Roosevelt happens to be the most 


conspicuous American volunteer to join the 
British forces so far. But there are thou- 
sands of Americans eager to take the same 
course. Many have gone to Canada to enlist. 
Others are straggling across to England or 
France, in spite of the difficulty of transporta- 
tion and the efforts of our government to dis- 
courage such action as tending to endanger 
our neutrality.

CORONAKY HEART DISEASE 


It has been amply proven that children of well- 


to-do parents are more nervous, more anxious, than 
those of poor parents. This is due to the fact that 
children of poor parents meet so many cares and 
difficulties that they learn to "take" them as a mat- 
ter of course. 


It has also been shown that those who have al- 


ways been poor in this world's goods, the parents of 
these children, have better nerves than have adults 
who live in belter circumstances. 


An interesting study of how the economic status, 


the financial condition or position of individuals, 
has an influence on what is called coronary heart 
disease (disease of the arteries supplying the heart 
muscles) is reported by Drs. W. II. Gordon, E. F. 
Bland and P. D. White, Boston, in the American 
Heart Journal. They examined the records of 600 
well-to-do patients, and, for, comparison, 2,800 pat- 
ients from the public wards of hospitals. 


The public ward patients came largely from the 


low middle class of wage earners, many of whom 
were able to pay a part of their hospital expenses. 


These physicians found that the number of cases 


of conorary heart disease and the severity of the 
disease was much greater in the 600 patients (pri- 
vate) than in the 2,800 general ward patients. The 
greatest difference occurred in the middle-aged pat- 
ients, in whom the coronary spasm or stoppage 
(which causes the symptoms) was found to be twice 
as frequent in the group of private patients. The 
difference was most striking in middle-aged men. 


I believe the lesson for all of us is very evident. 


All men and women have about the same amount of 
infections—teeth, tonsils, intestine—which damage 
the bloodvessels supplying the heart. In fact, the 
well-to-do should be able to get rid of infections 
sooner than those who are not so well off. What 
then causes more cases of coronary heart disease in 
the well-to-do than in the less well-to-do? 


The explanation must be the tenseness, the 


worry, the anxiety of trying to keep pace with one's 
ambitions in this civilization. Tenseness and anxiety 
cause spasms of these vessels. 


More rest, less worry, a better philosophy of life, 


would appear to be what the middle-aged well-to-do 
but struggling middle-aped man nerds, if he is to 
ward off dangerous attacks of coronary heart dis- 
ease.

Studebaker Urges 
Free Discussion 
Of All Problems 
At this season, when 33,000,000 


men, women and children return 
to the schools of the nation, J. W. 
Studebaker, United States com- 
missioner of education, sees new 
and important obligations for the 
schools. At the request of the <£>> 
Feature Service he outlines them 
here for readers of The Freeman.

Education 


Washington—Enlightened civil- 


ization is seriously menaced by 
new forms of despotisms. 


The freedom and the dignity of 


human beings are now threatened 
by dictatorship. In deed, we des- 
perately need a call for a forward 
march of the democratic move- 
ment. Our institutions of educa- 
tion have a dominant role to play 
in preparing citizens for progress 
under the conditions of freedom. 


In helping democracy to move 


forward, we have at hand a mar- 
velous educational organization. In 
buildings and modern equipment, 
recognizing the deficiencies and 
sectional disparities which we de- 
plore, we are nevertheless in the 
lead among civilized nations. We 
have more than a million trained 
teachers, supervisors and admin- 
istrators now engaged in operat- 
ing this vast educational agency. 


Education will not move democ- 
racy forward by merely teaching 
courses of study' concerned with 
the 
democratic 
philosophy and 


principles. 


The Basic Courses 


Take note for a moment of the 


variety of ways by which insti- 
tutions of education seek to pre- 
pare people for more successful 
living in modern society. The 
teaching of the tool subjects- 
reading, writing and figuring—is 
education for democracy, the most 
fundamental kind of teaching we 
do; for it is the basis for life-long 
self-education. 


Thee proper teaching of reading 


and writing gives meaning to the 
concept of the free press and free- 
dom of expression. In the emerg- 
ency adult 
education 
program 


during the past few years, more 
than a million adults have been 
taught to read and write, to be 
curious to know more of the truth, 
and to express themselves freely. 


But, at this moment in history, 


we must also devise ways of bul- 
warking education primarily be- 
cause in their social policies, de- 
mocracies, to some extent, have 
failed to keep up with science. 


Why Dictators Kise 


If we are going to achieve even 


greater success in our plans for 
education for democracy, we shall 
have to see clearly what threatens 
democracy. There is a tendency to 
mistake the effect for the cause 
and to deal with symptoms, rather 
than with the malady itself. 


The boastful propaganda of the 


totalitarian regimes is not the ba- 
sic menace to democracy. Funda- 
mentally, self-government is be-

ing undermined by its failure to 
solve the crucial problems of the 
technological age. Ten million un- 
employed, vast farm surpluses, 
unused plant capacity, waste and

spread and utterly needless pov- 
erty in the presence of scientific 
power Jfor unprecedented produc- 
tivity—these are the factors which 
threaten democratic life. 


Let us not 
delude 
ourselves 


with the naive notion that people 
in some countries have lost their 
freedom because they WELCOM- 
ED regimentation and concentra- 
tion camps as desirable things. 
They lost their freedom because 
they didn't know what to do about 
the practical issues which the new 
technology has created. 


Unless people understand the 


source of their most serious diffi- 
culties and experience some suc- 
cess in using democratic proced- 
ures to overcome the modern cri- 
sis, they are likely, so to speak, to 
jump from the frying pan into the 
3re. For the trend toward dicta- 
torship feeds on despair and fear. 
People do not CHOOSE to be 
dominated and regimented; they 
do not CHOOSE mere theories 
and ideologies; they choose leaders. 
..eaders, regardless of how they 
rise, can exercise arbitrary power 
and establish dictatorships if the 
people are 
sufficiently 
divided, 


frightened, and ready to admit 
they do not understand their prob- 
lems. 


Education for democracy, there- 


fore, is basically concerned with 
the social and 
economic issues 


which have been put up to us by 
the machine empire. 


If people by and large can be 


brought to understand the nature 
of modern technology and be dis- 
ciplined in the art of critical dis- 
cussion, they will not be so likely 
to follow any leader who puts up 
scapegoats and blood theories as

law last summer really did their 
party a disservice, for, had the 
question been disposed of then, 
there would have been no occa- 
sion for the new 
"emergency" 


which has arisen in party circles. 


Now, however, the Republicans 


are divided on the issue of an 
arms embargo repeal and some 
oLthem want to act quickly and 
get rid of the issue, while others 
are really in favor of prolonging 
the fight and involuntarily giving 
Mr. Roosevelt and his associates 
an opportunity to win a victory. 


From • a strictly partisan point 


of view, the Republicans are being 
handicapped by the quietus put on 
party politics just now. For the 
Republicans are the ones to make 
the attack. The administration 
would prefer an adjournment of 
politics as long as possible. In 


Chairman Farley should not start 
calling names and attributing mo- 
tives once more. Indeed, it has 
seemed a long time since anybody 
around here has mentioned the Inv 
portance of a "balanced bi 
or the need for return to 
American way." 
It would seem 


like a return to normalcy to havt 
issues raised again. 


Inside the Democratic party, the 


situation is no different from that 
.which prevails among the Repub- 
licans. The would-be candidates 
for the 1940 presidential nomina- 
tion on the Democratic ticket have 
been stifled, too. They cannot get 
going either, For, when the presi- 
dent says "politics must be ad- 
journed," he meant among his own 
followers as well Thus it is no 
casual occurrence which finds Sec- 
retary Ickes abandoning his de- 
bate with General Hugh Johnson 
on the third term issue. This 
would have been an event of a 
very instructive nature, not mere- 
ly to politicians, but to thc«e of 
us who watch on the sidelines the 
ups and downs of the third term 
thermometer. 


There is always danger that, in 


a period of political somnalence,

overlooked. It seems a long time 
ago that Democrats were busying 
themselves on capital hill and else- 


substitutes for a solid considera- these nine months prior to a na- 
tion of practical problems. We are 
off on the wrong foot, it seems to 
me, if we satisfy ourselves mere- 
ly with propagandizing people on 
the desirability of democracy. It 
isn't democracy that is in question 
in the minds of many; what they 
are worried about is the economic 
and social system which fails to 
give them opportunity and rea- 
sonable security. 


Don't Dodge Issues 


Some school systems dodge the 


controversial issues, the unde- 
cided, the debatable problems, as 
a plague. They stay at a safe dis- 
tance from the matters which per- 
plex most people. The result is 
a certain cynicism about educa- 
tion. It seems unreal to practical 
people who are concerned with 
vital questions. 


Our task is to prove to ourselves 


and to the skeptical world that 
free people can catch up with sci- 
ence and harness it to their ma- 
jority 
interests; that complex 


problems can be solved through 
deliberative methods and tlirough 
free expression of public opinion. 


With renewed confidence in self 


government, growing out of our 
philosophical convictions solidly 
built on practical achievement in 
overcoming the crisis, we shall 
then be in a position to renew the 
19th century movement of world- 
wide liberation.

This is the season when nature's 


flaming hues give hint of a pale, 
lifeless season to follow, and at its 
first signs, preparations begin for 
a lasting security in the home. 


Even before the 
trees begin 


their seasonal blush, farmers are 
busy with the harvest and before 
the colors fade to drab browns, 
homes and barns are well stocked 
for the harsher days ahead. 


The autumn 
scene today in 


Ulster county retains much of the 
character of former years and few 
areas throughout the nation cbulc1^ 
be more colorful at this time each 
year. 


Homesteads in the rUral areas 


still reflect customs of the pioneer 
days and many city families still 
retain the feeling of former gen- 
erations in preparing for the win- 
ter. Large supplies" of preserved 
foods are stored in cellars or in 
other available storage space and 
necessities from the markets are 
bought in larger quantities. 


Modern city life, however, has 


lessened the need of stocking up 
for the winter, arid the custom 
has lost out too,"in many of the 
smaller communities, where house- 
wives labored long hours, from 
the late summer to deep autumn, 
canning a variety of fruits and 
vegetables. 


It is perhaps true today also 


that 
many, modernly equipped 


farm homes, could forego the habit 
of laying in heavy supplies for the 
winter months, but most 
farms 


stay by the older traditions, and 
most farmers feel that home would 
never be the same for them, with- 
out a full cellar when the time 
arrives. 


Numbered among the fondest 


memories of those, who have left 
the farm for life in the city, are 
those of the days, at this time of 
the year, when the home always 
seemed more homelike than at any 
other season. 


Many a man, who lias had his 


part in the farmyard chores, dur- 
ing earlier life, now vividly recalls 
the meaning of home at this sea- 
son. 
Some still can 
smell 
the 


savory fumes from huge cooking 
pots on the kitchen range when 
the women folk put in full days at 
canning and others 
never 
will 


loose the. memories 
of a well- 


stocked cellar. 


Men, 
who today, are leaders in 


the world-of business and public 
affairs, far away from their home 
at the cross-roads, also retain a 
feeling for the neatly 
stacked 


wood-pile, a share of which repre- 
sented their own work with the 
axe. 
They remember too, their 


part in helping with the harvest 
and stocking up the barn with hay 
and ensilage. 


All this still makes the truest 


picture of life as it should be lived, 
to most people who are 
honest 


with their feeling for home, and 
it is this side of homelife which 
seems to be losing out as the home 
itself gradually becomes something 
of a mechanized unit to fit into; 
the scheme of things in a faster- 
movins; civilization. 


Summer Crops Become Winter Foods for Thrifty County Folk 


Thoughts of winter begin in many county homes at tho harvesting of late crops. Then begins the serious work of stocking up the cellar, the woodshed, potato bin, flour 


barrel and all supply corners which help along homelife when the frost comes and the snow flics. Tradition has deeply rooted this annual habit in farmers of this region and 
many homes in the city and smaller communities observe the practice much the same as housewives of former generations. 
Shown above is a typical housewife in an Ulster 


county'farm home. She is Mrs. John Van Wagenen, of Lomor.tville, and is shown at her kitchen range facing the huge canning pots with fork and spoon in hand. On the 
ch.iir is a basket of tomatoes freshly picked from the garden. At her left is a scale on which the fruits and vegetables and various ingredients are weighed before they go 
in the cans. At top center is a picture which should give any family a feeling of security. It was taken in the cellar of Mrs. Benj. Van Wagenen's house, also of Lomontvillc, 
and shows part of her supply of canned goods, neatly stacked on shelves.

Kingston young men may have an 


opportunity to take up the study 
of aviation if a sufficient number 
of men can be interested in the 
course.
